Some of Mr. Blood's acqaintance that came to o viſit 
him the night before he ſuffered, flattered him with the 
hopes of a reprive,. for ſome powerful friends, they faid, 
had made intereeſſion for him. But he paid little regard 


hee what they faid, and anſwered, That he entertain- 


ed no ſuch hopes; that he had been long in expectation 
of death, and was prepared for it, and was not in the 
leaſt afraid to meet it; for all men muſt die, and he had 
as lieu die now as a great while hence.“ 

The day before execution, Mr. Dauſon's father: 
came to ſee him, in order to rake his final leave of him. 
But how unutterable was his ſorrow at his meeting him 


in ſuch a place, and in ſuch a condition! Tears prevents: 
him ſpeaking a word for ſome-mitutes, and” ſighs and 
broken expicſfions was all that could be heard fora good 


while. At length, falling on his neck, he was juſt able 


to ſay, O my dear child, what would I give were it 
in my power to fave thee with other melting ex- 
preſſions, which brought tears from the eyes of all that 
beheld them. And thus he held him faſt locked in 3 
his embrace for ſome time; and when they parted,” how: - 
did his paſſions ſtruggle in his paternal breaſt? But it 
is caſier to ee wich words to deſcribe this.
